BASIC SERVICE 


Pic-Trics Productions proposes to provide the city of Ft. Wayne complete 
production facilities for the live cablecasting and recording in 3/4" cas- 
sette, all city council meetings for the year March 1, 1987, thru February 
of 1988. 

These productions will involve the use of three new Sony M2 cameras in 
conjunction with an Echolab SE2 Special Effects Switcher. Recorders are to be 
two Sony 5850's. A Microgen character generator is to be used for titling 
and credits. 

This equipment is the same broadcast quality equipment we use for recor- 
ding basketball games(ch. 55), Nightshift(ch. 55), Singles Game (ch. 15) 
weekly. 

Cameras would be placed at the corners for the first part of the coun- 
cil meetings,and then one will be moved to center back and one to one side 
of the room for the 2nd part of the session.

There is nothing special that needs to be provided for us by the city. 
The microphone pickup used currently seems adequate, however, we may want 
to change the mikes to "PZM's" which may more adequately cover the area. 


BACKGROUND

Ron Smoots is the owner of Pic-Trics and would be directing the council 
meetings. He has been in Television Production since 1959. Tours of duty 
include: WPTA 4 years, WANE-TV 10 years(Production Manager), and 10 1/2 years 
as owner and manager of Pic-Trics Productions. 

Scott Kopecky would serve as backup man in charge of City Council Pro- 
ductions. He has been in television production for over 6 years including 
Citizens Cable, WANE-TV, and Pic-Trics. He has directed and produced many 
"live on tape" productions including basketball and football games. His 
degree is from Ball State in Communications. 

The rest of the crew necessary would be drawn from a pool of production/ 
camera people all of whom have worked with us several times.
